A low 
circular bowl with loop side handles, and 
decoration of excised patterns. Han 
dynasty. 

Bronze Mirror of circular form: deco- 
ration, surrounding the center, of Si Wang 
Mu, Queen Mother of the Western Para- 
dise, her consort Tung Wang Kung, with 
attendants and a dragon. 

Bronze Mirror, circular, with bands of 
decoration, archaic dragon scrolls, the 
birds and animals representing the signs 
of the Zodiac, and the twelve letters of 
similar import. T'ang dynasty. 

Bronze Mirror, circular, with bands of 
decoration in relief covered with heavy 
Malachite incrustation. T'ang dynasty. 

Bronze Mirror with typical decoration 
of "sea lions" and grape vines in high 
relief. Han dynasty.

Bronze vessel, situla form. Antique.
